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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Action is in response to applicant's correspondence of 07 June 2000. 

2. Claim 1 is pending 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yorke-Smith 

US 5548648 A. 

5. As per claim 1 , the limitation of encrypting information (data) by plurality of 
encryption keys to be sent over a communication system (e.g. message) is taught by 
Yorke-Smith Column 1, lines 5-9. The limitation that the information is split into blocks 
(data segments) of predetermined lengths is disclosed by Yorke-Smith, Column 3, lines 
25-29. Note the number L 2 is generated for each segment and that determines the 
length of data segment, hence the length of each block is predetermined. The limitation 
of two keys Ki and K 2 that are used to encrypt data segments DSi and DS 2 is taught 
Column 4, lines 1-2 where j = 2 and especially Figure 3. Note Figure 3 shows the break 
up of the data information into data segments DSi , DS 2 , ... DS n . Each segment 
beginning encrypted under a different key to obtain encrypted data segments EDSi, 
EDS 2) . . . EDS n The limitation that the second portion of the message overlaps the frst 
portion of the message (see figure 3, note the transistion regions consitute overlap 
regions in that bits referring to both the first and second encrypted data segment are to 
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be found there (e.g. EDBi And CB 2 are in the overlap region between EDSi, and EDS2). 
The limitation of adding to the first and second encrypted portions of the message at 
least one or more bits of information is shown in Figure 3. Claim 3 is rejected.
